Hearty recognition is given tile far 
reaching, be notice ut work which lias 
been accomplished through both cor­ 
porations and unions, and tile line* as 
bet ween differe nt corporations, as b**- 
tvvccn different unions, is drawn as it 
is lief w een different individuals—that 
is. it is draw n on conduct, the effort 
being to treat both organized capital 
and organizes! lal>or alike*, asking noth­ 
ing save* that the interest of each shall 
is* brought into harmony witli tin* in­ 
terest of the general public and that 
the conduct of each shall conform to 
tile* fundam ental rules of obedience to 
law, of individual freedom and o f ju s­ 
tice ami fair dealing toward all.
